CHICAGO SP - Payments by

Patterson, almost as elated at 
being a father for the first time 
as being the youngest heavyweight 
ruler in ring history, flew home 
today to Brooklyn, to greet his six 
pound, two ounce daughter, born 
less than four houri before his 
triumph over 32-year old Moore. 
“They never told me about the 
baby until after the fight,” said 
poker-faced Floyd with the sem­ 
blance of a grin.
